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Downtown Meets with the Police

The night 25 -year-old Keny Sien of 
Dracut was shot dead and another man 
stabbed on Middlesex Street, there were 
twice the number of police on duty in 
Downtown Lowell than on any normal 
Saturday night, Interim Police 
Superintendent Deb Friedl told more than 
60 residents and business owners who 
attended the Lowell Downtown Neighborhood 
Association’s Monday night meeting. 

Earlier in the day, the Southeast Asian 
Water Festival went off without incident, 
bringing 15,000 people to the Vandenberg 
Esplanade. Lowell Police increased patrols 
for the festival and various after-parties 
not officially associated with the festival; 
the Massachusetts State Police were also 
in the city, one of whom discovered 
$20,000 and a cache of drugs during a

routine traffic stop. 

"It was a fight 
that began and ended Jennifer Myer s 
in minutes," she said of the Middlesex 
Street violence. "This was a street fight 
resulting in one person stabbed and another 
fatally shot." 

Friedl was limited to what she could 
say about the ongoing investigation, but 
did say there is no evidence that the fight 
was related to either Garcia Brogan’s or 
Crown, the two bars in close proximity to 
the August 18 1:40 a.m. incident. 

"Nothing occurred inside either 
establishment, neither victim had been 
inside either establishment," Friedl said.

Addressing Crime in Lowell Over the Summer

Lowell has suffered from a rash of 
crime and violence this summer. In 
early May, shots were fired in the North 
Common in the Acre neighborhood. A 
week later in Centralville, there was the 
center of a shooting incident. One indi- 
vidual was shot in the Upper Highlands 
in July on the same night gun fire was 
heard in South Lowell. In late August, a 
man was killed on the sidewalk in 
Downtown. During this period, the 
Lowell Police Department has reported 
numerous car and house breaks, as well 
as several major drug busts. 

In an effort to address crime in 
Lowell, the City and community partners 
have been working together to combat 
the issue. One of the most successful 
ways to minimize crime is to have an 
active and engaged community. Nearly 
every neighborhood in the City has an 
active neighborhood group that seeks to 
improve the quality of life for Lowell’s 
citizens. The premise of a neighborhood 
group is simple: each is a volunteer 


group of residents and business owners 
who meet regularly to discuss issues 
affecting its neighborhood. While every 
neighborhood is different, all have common 
concerns including crime and violence 
in our streets. 

This summer, the Lower Highlands 
Neighborhood Group invited the Lowell 
Police Department to participate in three 
"Sidewalk Meetings" in the neighbor- 
hood. Meeting on the sidewalks and 
parks in our neighborhood, residents had 
the opportunity to meet not only the 
Command Staff of the LPD but also the 
officers assigned to the neighborhood. 
On Smith Street in June, residents 
expressed concerns about drug trafficking.

At the request of all of Lowell's 
neighborhood groups, the City Council 
began holding monthly Public Safety 
Subcommittee meetings. Rather than 
looking at crime as a police issue, the 
Public Safety Subcommittee is reviewing 
its policies and procedures that could be 
improved that can prevent crime.

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You’ve seen it from the out- 
side. Let me take you inside. 

First off, full disclosure: I 
have chickened out four times 
over the last four years when 
presented with the opportunity 
to climb up into Lowell City 
Hall’s clock tower. 

Recently, I made the decision 
I had to do it and if I waited 
any longer I may never have 
the opportunity again. No risk, 
no reward. So today, instead of 
taking a lunch break, I, clad in 
“casual Friday” jeans and 
comfortable sneakers, grabbed 
the key to override the elevator, 
allowing it to travel to the 4th 
floor, and headed up to the attic. 

How would I ever find the 
clock tower? Oh . . . that was 
easy. 

Unlocking the Master lock 
and pulling open the creaky 
door, I stepped into what I have 
dubbed “Rapunzel’s Room” . . 
. and there it was — my nemesis; 
the 30 foot tall spiral iron 


staircase, caked in a thick layer 
of filth, that stood between me 
and my dream. 

Canon Rebel slung around 
my neck and shoulder, I began 
the slow, steady climb. There 
are 71 stairs. I tried to just 
look at each step and not look 
down, but that didn’t really 
work. It was not a fun ascent 
but it was worth it. Here is 
what I found: 

It is a Seth Thomas Co. clock 
built in Thomaston, Conn. A 
counterweight-driven clock 
with four faces, its metal iden 
tification plate reads Aug. 22 
1893. The minute hands measure 
8-feet long; the hour hands 
measure 4-feet long. 

As time ticks away, the 
heavy counterweight slowly 
drops about 30 feet into the 
clock-tower room. When it 
falls all the way down, once 
every seven days, it needs to 
be cranked up again.

After the National Election 
Committee (NEC) announced final 
election results Sunday morning ratifying 
victory for Prime Minister Hun Sen’s 
CPP in the July 28 national election, 
the Cambodia National Rescue Party 
announced that it would hold several 
days of demonstrations, beginning 
September 15.

“There will be a series of demon- 
strations,” Mr. Rainsy said.

“It will last for at least three days, 
but it could last longer. It could take a 
variety of forms, the form of a meeting, 
the form of a sit-in or the form of 
marches,” Mr. Rainsy said, adding 
that specifics about the demonstrations 
would be determined over the coming 
week. 

The NEC announced the final 
election results on national TV and 
radio, confirming that Mr. Hun Sen’s 
CPP won 68 National Assembly seats 
to 55 for the CNRP. 

The results are identical to those 
that were announced by CPP 
Information Minister Khieu Kanharith 
on the evening of the July 28 vote. 

In the weeks following the election, 
the NEC, which claimed there was a 
lack of evidence, dismissed dozens of 
complaints issued by the CNRP over 
alleged election irregularities. 

The Constitutional Council of 
Cambodia on Friday wrapped up its 
review of the disputed results saying 
that none of the CNRP’s complaints 
merited a wider investigation, though 
it did order the NEC to seek punitive 
action against local election officials 
responsible for minor irregularities. 
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Huge Crowds, Few Police, 
at Opposition CNRP Rally

At a long-awaited demonstration 
Saturday morning by the opposition party 
to protest election results showing a victory 
for Prime Minister Hun Sen’s long-ruling 
CPP, CNRP leaders Sam Rainsy and Kem 
Sokha promised further mass rallies 
should the government fail to meet their 
demand for an impartial investigation into 
the July 28 vote. 

As Mr. Rainsy and Mr. Sokha took to 
the stage at about 8 a.m. in Freedom Park, 
they were cheered by a crowd that com- 
fortably met the predicted 20,000 supporters 
the CNRP said would attend the demon- 
stration. ** > 

Opposition officials had announced’ 
earlier this week that the rally was to be a 
morning of peace and meditative prayer 
rather than a push to change the govern- 
ment. Still, the event was reminiscent in 
many ways of the energetic opposition 
rallies that were held during the election 
campaign season and in the weeks following 
the contested vote. 

Chants of “peace and justice” were 
intermingled with calls for change as Mr. 
Sokha and Mr. Rainsy both blasted the 
administration of Prime Minister Hun Sen 
in their speeches. 

“We need Cambodia to have justice, 
freedom and to get out from under com- 
munist dictators,” Mr. Sokha said. “The 
demonstrators have already warned that if 
there is no solution, we will keep demon- 
strating. And at the next demonstration, 
we won’t only sit still.” 

Mr. Rainsy added that if the govern- 
ment does not heed opposition demands 
for justice regarding the contentious election 
results, non-violent demonstrations would 
spread beyond Freedom Park. 

“The forest is destroyed and other 
natural resources are destroyed, they [the 
ruling CPP] are torturing our mother. We 
should come together in solidarity to help 
our mother,” he said. 

“From this day, the culture of non- 
• violence will spread across the country.” 

Many in the crowd wore yellow 
' headbands and carried signs that read, 
| “My vote, my country,” “Where is my 
j vote?” and “We need an independent truth 
committee.” 

Since the National Election Committee 


[NEC] released preliminary election results 
showing a victory for the CPP, the opposition 
party has insisted on the creation of an 
impartial commission to investigate what 
it alleges was an election beset with irreg- 
ularities that benefited Mr. Hun Sen’s party. 

Negotiations between the CNRP and 
CPP over the formation of such a commis- 
sion stalled when the ruling party insisted 
on the NEC, which the CNRP has claimed 
was complicit in election flaws, leading 
the investigation, and ruled out a leading 
role for the U.N. or NGOs, one of the 
opposition’s key demands. 

Despite strong warnings from the 
authorities that they would tolerate no 
infraction of the rules governing the 
CNRP’s rally, there was a minimal police 
presence at the demonstration. Scores of 
military police lined the roads around 
Freedom Park and riot police were on 
standby in nearby streets with water cannon 
trucks stationed at several locations down- 
town. 

Leaders of Cambodia’s Buddhist 
orders also told monks to abstain from 
attending any political protests, though 
hundreds of monks dressed in orange and 
saffron were visible in the crowd, and a 
small group were on stage to lead prayers 
before the speeches by the opposition 
leaders. 

Keo Somaly, a monk from Phnom 
Penh’s Neakvoan pagoda, said that the 
monks in attendance were not scared of 
the warnings of punishment from the 
Buddhist hierarchy should they attend. 

“We want to join and we want to 
change the prime minister. Right now we 
want peace with justice, with freedom,” 
he said. 

Young opposition supporters 
expressed some reservations this week 
about the CNRP’s decision to organize a 
pray-in rather than an outright demonstration, 
but thousands of enthusiastic youth were 
in attendance. 

Thy Sovantha, a young CNRP 
activist, said that the demonstration was 
only the beginning of a campaign to get 
the government to begin acting on the 
opposition’s demands. 

“Today, [the CPP] will listen a little, 
but day by day they will listen a lot. We 
are asking for our votes because our votes 
are for our nation,” she said.

REAL ESTATE TAXES 

The City and the School District of Philadelphia impose a tax on all real 
estate in the City. The Office of Property Assessment determines the value 
of the property on which the taxes must be paid. The Department of 
Revenue mails out the real estate tax bills in December. 

Real Estate tax payments are due and payable on March 31. If a resi- 
dent pays the bill on or brfore the last day of February, the resident will 
receive a 1% discount. If a resident pays after March 31, the resident is 
subject to increased charges. Anyone unable to pay by the due date should 
immediately contact the Department of Revenue at 215-686-6442 so we 
can help them meet their tax obligation with a payment agreement. In addition 
we candiscuss Real Estate Tax relief programs. Information concerning 
relief programs currently available is included in this packet.

REAL ESTATE TAX RELIEF PROGRAMS 

The Department of Revenue administraters the follow real tax relief pro- 
grams: 

Low Income and Extended Term Agreement (Hardship Agreement) 

This agreement provides low-income residents extended terms for real estate tax 
payment. Residents must be the owner of record and reside in the property. Proof of 
income for each household member is required as well as proof current monthly 
household expenses. 

Senior Citizen Low Income Special Tax Provisions (Tax Freeze) 

This agreement allows low income senior citizens to receive forgiveness on 
increases on their real estate tax bills caused by increases in tax rates or increases 
on the assessed value of their homes. Once a senior citizen has entered the program, 
their bill cannot increase while they remain eligible. There are age guidelines as well 
as income guidelines applicable to this program. 

Low r Income/Senior Citizen Installment Plan 

This plan provides for low income residents to pay their current real estate tax 
bill in monthly installments without penalty. Income guideline are applicable to this 
plan. If accpted, residents will receive a coupon book which is mailed May 1,2013, 
first payment due by May 15,2013. In subseguent years, approved residents will 
automatically be enrolled in a 12 month installment plan and receive coupon book 
in December 2013 for 2014 real estate taxes. This payment plan applies to primary res- 
idence only. A resident may be removed from plan if any monthly payment is not paid 
when due. 

Tax Credit for Active Duty Reserve/National Guard Menbers on Active 
Duty Outside Pennsylvania

Downtown Meets... 

in Centralville and last Friday night a man 
was shot off Woburn Street, the investigation 
into the connections between all of the 
incidents remains active. 

"We are pretty sure we are going to 
wrap this up pretty quickly,” said Capt. 
Kevin Sullivan, who oversees the downtown. 

Capt. William Taylor said late last 
summer a similar rash of violent crime 
broke out. When the investigations were 
completed it all tied back to a turf war 
between rival gangs engaged in the illegal 
distribution of marijuana. At one of the 
crime scenes, Taylor said, police stumbled 
upon $75,000 in cash. 

Friedl added a large percentage of 
crime in the city including shootings, 
stabbings, robberies and home invasions 
can be traced back to marijuana distribu- 
tion, a drug with a high profit margin and 
a plentiful supply. 

The weekend following the fatal 
shooting, patrols were stepped up in the 
downtown. 

LDNA President Kathleen Marcin 
said when she was walking home Sunday 
morning at 2: 10 a.m. she saw eight officers 
on Market Street, four at the top of Central 
Street and more at the comer of Merrimack 
and Palmer Streets. 

"Thursday and Friday night Middlesex 
Street was the safest street in the world,” 
Sullivan said. 

"It sends a great message, but people 
should realize there is no way to do that 


all the time,” Marcin said. 

Sullivan said the police work hard to 
employ strategy in determining where and 
when to locate officers. It’s a balance 
between providing adequate 
coverage in the downtown 
and not leaving the other 
neighborhoods vulnerable. 

He added it is imperative 
for residents to call the police 
when they see something 
suspicious or are aware of 
any problems. 

The majority of the 
violence downtown, Sullivan 
said, is the combination of 
excessive alcohol consumption 
and aggression. Last weekend 
he was patrolling the downtown 
when he noticed a large group 
gathered at the intersection 
of Market and Central Streets. 

"My first thought was 
-what are they doing? 

Dancing in the street?" 

Sullivan said. 

When he got closer he 
realized five or six guys 
had one guy on the ground 
and he was being kicked in 
the face. 

A witness later told 
him the group of assailants 
walked out of Hookslide Kelly's and she 
heard one of them say "let's go f*** 
someone up.” 

Another huge problem facing the city 
and mentioned by several downtown residents 


is aggressive panhandling by drug addicts 

and drug deals happening on the streets, 
particularly in the Appleton and Middlesex 
Street areas. 



Residents who live in the Appleton 
Mills said drug deals are going down 
nightly on Canal Street and there is a lot 
of drug activity in the overgrown grassy 
area between the National Park parking 


lot on Dutton Street and the canal in front 

of Appleton Mills. 

Sullivan said he would step up 
patrols, but also encouraged residents to 
call police and get license plates and 
descriptions of vehicles they suspect are 
involved in illegal activity. 

Friedl said for the most part rob- 
beries, shoplifting and car breaks can all 
be tied back to addicts looking to fee their 
habit. 

She added the police target drug 
dealers more than individual users to get 
the dealers of the street; if a user is arrested 
for possession of one or two bags of heroin, 
he or she will be arraigned at 10 a.m. the 
next morning and back on the street by 
noon, doing the same thing.

councilors for the next two years will be 
chosen. 

For elections, the city of Lowell is 
divided into eleven districts called 
"wards.” Each ward is divided into three 
"precincts." Where you live determines 
which precinct you are in. Your precinct 
is where you vote. If you have questions 
about voting, call the Lowell Election 
Commission at 978/674-1197. 

The current precinct boundaries were 
set in 201 1 as a result of the 2010 Federal 
Census. The precincts must be evenly 
divided based on population with each 
containing approximately 3,228 residents 
with a margin of error of plus or minus 
5% (between 3,067 and 3,389 people). 
The number of registered voters within 
each precincts varies considerably based 
on a number of factors such as percentage 


of children, non-citizens, and non-partici- 
pants in the political process. 

The table that accompanies this article 
contains the following information: 

Column 1: "W-P" is the ward and 
precinct 

Column 2: "Tot-Reg" is the number of 
registered voters in that precinct 

Column 3: "%-Reg" is the percentage 
of all people in the precinct who are reg- 
istered to vote 

Column 4: "SEA names" is the num- 
ber of voters in that precinct who have 
Southeast Asian names 

Column 5: "%-SEA" is the percentage 
of voters in that precinct who have 
Southeast Asian names 

Column 6: "Voting Location" is the 
place where people in that precinct go to 
vote.
